He travelled much, and 
died May 80th, KS-.>'.», at Geneva, while 
Booking to regain the health he had 
lost by too close application. He was 

a voluminous writer, and at the time 
of his death was engaged on two 
works of widely different character 
'• The last Days of a Philosopher," 
and a little book on fly lishing, called 
" Salmonia" — both published after his 
death. Although Davy made other 
discoveries useful to mankind, the one 
thai made his name immortal was the 
invention of the safety lamp.

Sir Humphrey Davy, the eldest son 
of Robert and Grace Davyj was born 

at I'enzance, Oornwall, Kngland, De- 
cember lHh, 177S. Ho was a very 
clever child. When scarcely five 
years old he was accustomed to anutso 
himself by making rhymes, which he 
recited in some fancy dress at Christ- 
mas. His father, a wood carver, a! 
though not very well off, was able to 
send him to the grammar school of 
Truro, where he acquired a ruditnental 
education. When he was seventeen 
he was apprenticed to an apothecary 
in Penaanoe, and at onOS set .about a 
Complete course of study ; the favorite 
branch ol which was chemistry. His 
early experiments were made in a 
small bed room, with a laboratory con 
sisling of vials, wine glasses, tea cups, 
tobaooo pipes, and earllie 1 , crucibles; 
his materials chiefly the mineral acids. 
the alkalies, and other ariieles com 
mon to tin apothecary 'sKhop. He had 

no furnace, and when he needed beat 

he was compelled to go into the kitch- 
en. In spite of these drawbacks, he 
became nol only an expert chemist, 
but before he was twenty he was re- 
markable for the exactness of his in- 
formation on mam learned subjects. 
He now left l'enzam'c and Obtained 

the situation of superintendent of the 
Pneumatic institution at Clifton. 
This Institution was established lor 
Ihe purpose of trying the medical of 
feels of various gases.

which extend for miles under th- 
are famOUS all over the world for (lie 
excellence of the tin taken from them. 
In all mines tho air being eoiilincd 
produces a kind of gas. called "tire 
damp," which exple. u brought 

in contact with tire. Davy found by 
experiments that this gas had to be 
mixed with a large quantity of atmo- 
spheric air in order to produce :m ex- 
plosion, and that only tiro could make 
it explode rod hot iron and charcoal 
would not produce that effect. He 
also found that by mixing one part of 
carbonic acid gas, or fixed air with

"1 send an extract from Prof. 
Ticknor's Life, Vol. I. (page 1!)6) on 
this subject, which I have never seen 
quoted or commented upon.

vi\ a human son- 
all their knowledge and practice in 
speaking must come from their imita- 
tion of the visible mechanical move- 
ment of tho lips and other organs of 
enunciation by their teachers, who are 
all Castilians ; yet each speaks clear- 
ly and decidedly, with t he accent of 
the Province from which he comes, 
so that I could instantly distinguish 
the Catalonians and Biscavans and 
Castilians, while others, more practic- 
ed in Spanish, the Malagas and An- 
dalusian tones. How is this to be ex- 
plained but by supposing an absolute- 
ly and originally different conformation 
of the organs of sptech ?' "
